WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The cost 
of constructing and equipping the 
small arms ammunition plant, to be 
operated in St. Louis by the West- 
ern Cartridge Co. of Alton, will be 
“better than $20,000,000 and may go 
as high as $31,000,000,” it was stat- 
ed today at the War Department. 
It was asserted that no contracts | 
have been signed either for the 
purchase of the land or the con- 
struction of the plant. War De- 
partment officials declined to dis- 
cuss details of the land purchase 
uhtil the contract is formally 
signed. 

At the Quartermaster Corps of- 
fice it was said that the overall 
cost of construction, equipment and 
installation might go as high as 
$31,000,000, but it was emphasized 
that this figure represented an es- 
timate. 

It also was explained that con- 
tracts covering operation and su- 
pervision covers ammunition orders 
aggregating from $50,000,000 to 
$60,000,000. This is part of the 
$89,000,000 award to the Western 
Cartridge Co. for .30 and 50 caliber 
ammunition to be made at the 
plant. The .30 caliber cartridges 
are for both rifle and machine gun 
and the .50 caliber for machine 
guns. 

The number of employes required 
to man the giant plant is a matter 
for the operating company to de- 
cide, War Department officials said. 
A spokesman for the company had 
stated previously that 8000 workers 
would be needed for full production. 


The sale of 133 acres at Good- 
fellow and Bircher boulevards by 
the General Electric Co. to the 
War Department as a site for the 
ammunition factory was told ex- 
clusively Tuesday in the Post-Dis- 
patch. The plant will be built by 
the company, but the Government 
will retain ownership.

Argyrocastro, Second Italian 
Base, Expected to Be 
Taken Tomorrow—Col- 
lapse of Fascist Cam- 
paign in Area Foreseen. 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Dec. 5 
(AP). — Greek sources said that 
Greek troops entered Porto Edda, 
Albania, today and were expected 
to occupy Argyrocastro tomorrow. 

(Confirmation of the reported 
Greek entry into Porto Edda is 
lacking from other sources.) 

These sources said the successes 
spelled virtual collapse of the Ital- 
ian campaign on the southern front, 
which the Fascists had aimed orig- 
inally at Athens. 

In southern and central sectors, 
continued heavy fighting was re- 
ported, however, with Italian avia- 


tion attempting to stem the Greek 
advance. 

Despite snow and fog, the Greeks 
were declared to have cleared the 
Italians from their last remaining 


positions in the Kamia‘and Mokra 


mountains on the northern wing of 
the battlefront. The Fascist re- 
tirement toward Elbasani was re- 
ported to be continuing from this 
area, 

Losses on both sides continued 
heavy, border advices said. 

Albanian refugees reaching Yugo- 
slavia predicted a general uprising 
among their fellow nationals unless 
the Italians promptly fulfill their 
promises to deliver badly needed 
food supplies. Hundreds of Al- 
banian deserters from the Fascist 
ranks were said to be hiding in the 
mountains and forests. 


DAWN ASSAULT _ 
ON PORTO EDDA 


ATHENS, Dec, 5 (AP).—Greek 
forces launched dawn attacks to- 
day on Porto Edda and Argyro- 
castro, Italy’s last remaining big 
bases in the southwestern corner 
of Albania, according to a Greek 
report from the front, and the two 
cities were reported about to fall. 


Other reports by the Greek com- 
mand and the British Royal Air 
Force included: 

1, Capture of Premet, threat- 
ening entrapment of Italian 
forces withdrawing northward 
from Argyrocastro. 

2. Two direct hits and “several 
near misses” on an Italian de- 
stroyer near Porto Edda, leaving 
it “listing heavily.” 

3. Apparent destruction of 10 
Italian planes in a battle over 
Italian lines. 

4. Raking bombardment of re- 
treating Italians and their com- 
munications vital to withdrawal 
from Southern Albania. 

Greeks Control Main Road. 

The main road from Porto Edda, 
sea gateway to Southern Albania, 
was said to be under Greek control, 
but escape was still open by a tor- 
tuous coastal] route, less improved 
than the main road _ running 
through Argyrocastro. 

One report, however, said Porto 
Edda was completely cut off from 
communication with the rest of Al- 
bania. Porto Edda, formerly called 
Santi Quaranta (Forty Saints), was

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP).—A 
second member of President Roose- 
velt’s Cabinet, Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau, today de- 
scribed Britain as a “good risk” 
for United States loans, but at the 
Capitol a Senate critic of past ad- 
ministration foreign policy said he 
was “very much startled” at the 


idea. 

Morgenthau replied that a suc- 
sinct “yes” at his press conference 
when asked whether he agreed 


with Jesse Jones’ statement of yes- 
terday that Britain is a “good risk.” 
Jones is Commerce Secretary and 
loan administrator. 

In the Senate, however, Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri, said he was “very 
much startled” at Jones’ statement, 
England obtained large loans from 
this country during the World War, 
he said, and instead of repaying 
them had applied to “Uncle Sam” 
the epithet “Uncle Shylock.” 

Clark demanded that. Congress 
look carefully into the “very large 
resources of the British Empire.” 


Taft on Chinese Loan. 


Another aspect of the war finan- 
ces situation was -brought up at 
the brief session by Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, who declared Mor- 
genthau would be guilty of “usurpa- 
tion of authority and breach of 
trust” if he carried out an an- 
nounced plan to aid China’s Chung- 
king Government with funds. from 
the two billion dollar stabilization 
fund. 

Taft is a member of the Senate 
Banking Committee before which 
Morgenthau and Secretary of State 
Hull appeared earlier this week. The 
two detailed their plans for using 
the fund to help China and the 
committee, jointly with the corre- 
sponding House group, voted ap- 
proval. 

Taft said that because of the 
death of a friend he was unable to 
attend the committee meeting, but 
that had he been there he would 
have “protested vigorously.” He 
maintained such a_ transaction 
would have to have the sanction 
of Congress, whereas proponents 
of the plan said it needed no special 
authority, that Morgenthau and 
Hull went before the committees 
merely to advise them of the Gov- 
ernment’s intentions and the com- 
mittees gave their approval merely 
as a vote of confidence. 

Later Taft told reporters that on 
the question of financial assistance 
to Britain he was “open-minded.” 
But it was “nonsense,” he said, to 
call Britain a “good risk.” 

“If we’are going to do any- 
thing,’ he declared, “it might per- 
haps be better to give them the 
money than lend it to them, At 
least that ought to be considered. 
In the end I think we may have to 
lend money to England, but some 
immediate aid to Canada would be 
desirable first.” 


Morgenthau’s Views. 


Morgenthau gave his view on 
loans for the British at a press con- 
ference held after he had arranged 
to meet Sir Frederick Phillips, 
Undersecretary of the British 
Treasury, tomorrow. He arrived in 
the United States yesterday. 

Asked when the British would 
need credits, Morgenthau replied: 

“If I knew the answer to that 
question it would not have been 
necessary for Sir Frederick to have 
come over.” 

But as far as he knew, he added, 
Phillips came to the United States 
only to present factual information 
on British finances and resources 
available for purchases in the Unit- 
ed States, and not to make a loan 
request. 

“He has been here twice before,” 
Morgenthau said, “and he has never 
asked for anything before.” 
Phillips was in Washington to- 


Sponsors Call for Statement 
of British Aims and 
Compromise With Nazis 
— ‘No Certainty of 
Great Victory.’ 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP).—The 
House’ of Commons rejected today 
by the overwhelming vote of 341 
to 4, a motion by three members 
of the Independent Labor party 


that Britain state its war aims 
and seek peace immediately, “if 
necessary‘in a spirit of compro- 
mise,” because, they said, “there 
is no certainty of a great military 
victory.” 

The vote followed quickly the 
presentation of the motion by J. 
McGovern, Campbell Stephen and 
James Maxton, all from Glasgow. 

Supporting them, Samuel Silver- 
man, Liverpool Laborite, declared 
the moment defined by Prime Min- 
ister Churchill as the-time for the 
statement of peace aims—“when we 
have convinced the world of our. 
Capacity to survive’—had now ar- 
rived. | 

The authors of the motion are 
members of the extreme Leftist 
wing of Britain’s labor movement. 

The four members voting for the 
motion were Maxton, Dr. Alfred 
Salter, Laborite; William Gallacher, 
the only Communist member of 
Parliament; and David Kirkwood, 
another Laborite. McGovern and 
Stephen were named.-tellers, hence 
could not vote. 

More “Coventry” Raids. 

Declaring that peace efforts are 
“not discreditable,” J. McGovern 
asserted: “If the war goes on—as 
it is likely to do if the forces in 
operation today have their way 
without any attempt to end it— 
until February of next year, I ex- 
pect that there will be intensive 
bombing from this country, and if 
that is so the large reserves which 
Germany has been piling up will be 
utilized for the purpose of subject- 
ing every industrial city in this 
country to a Coventry raid.” 

Prime Minister Churchill wag ab- 
sent when the three Laborites called 
for “restoration of freedom in each 
country, the establishment of a new 
social order which would mean the 
end of German, British and other 
imperalism and provide a decent 
home and standard of life for each 
family in every country of the 
world.” 

“No opportunity should be lost to 
end the war,” contended McGovern, 
“if necessary, in a spirit of compro- 
mise.” 

Appeasement Recalled. 

McGovern, a member of Parlia- 
ment since 1930, told the House: 

“We backed a policy of appease- 
ment because we believed that any- 
thing was better than what would 
happen in war.” 

He got the only cheers evoked 
by his statement when he asserted | 
he believed the late Neville Cham- 
berlain, who led Britain into the 
war after discarding his appease- 
ment policy, “will have a much 
bigger place in history than he has 
at the moment.”

BRITISH REPORT 
[2-HOUR BOMBING 
OF DUESSELDORE 


R.A.F.’s Longest Raid Di- 
rected at Rhineland In- 
dustrial City—Turin Also 
Attacked. 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP). — The 
longest Royal Air Force assault on 
record—nearly 12 hours of blasting 
at Duesseldorf and its industrial 
environs in Germany’s Rhineland— 
was reported today by the*Air Min- 
istry. 

Other R, A. F. planes bombed 
Turin, Italy’s principal northern 
center of war industry. “Selected” 
targets were hit there, the Ministry 
said. The raids took place last 
night. 

Bomber crews, the ministry said, 
observed “considerable damage” at 
Turin. Other bomb targets includ- 
ed the ports of Antwerp, in Bel- 
gium, and Calais, on the French 
channel coast, as well as “several 
enemy airdromes.” 

One plane was reported missing. 

British bombers flew through 
what one pilot called “absolutely 
filthy” weather to make the attack 
on Duesseldorf, the Air Ministry 
news service reported. 

The main objectives there were 
railway yards in the Derendorf 
district, north of the city, the big 
Mannesmann Rohrenwerke arma- 
ment works, quays and dockyards 
along the Rhine and the Duessel- 
dorf coal and gas plants. 

Squadrons of British bombers 
raided Duesseldorf at intervals 
from shortly after 6 p. m. until 
nearly 6 a. m., the Air Ministry 
said. 

The first planes dropped incen- 
diary. and high explosive bombs 
which started a dozen fires, it re- 
ported. A pilot in the second wave 
said his crew counted about 15 fires 
among buildings and a third pilot 
reported “15 to 20 good fires” in and 
around the Derendorf yards. 

“Plare of fires striking up 
through cloud banks told of crip- 
pling damage,” the bulletin said. 

“A big fire,” believed to be a 
building ablaze, was reported at 
Dortmund and “heavy bursts” were 
geen among docks and shipping at 
Antwerp, Ostend and Calais.

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DETROIT, Dec. 5 (AP).—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced today he 


would ask Congress, convening in|. 


January, to approve a treaty with 
Canada providing for completion of 
the St. Lawrence seaway and pow- 
er project “on which so much of 
our national safety and welfare 
depend.” 

The President’s announcement, 
presaging another fight in Congress 
over the long-debated project (de- 
feated in 1934) was made by A. A. 
Berle Jr., Assistant Secretary of 
State, in an address before the 
Great Lakes Seaway and Power 
Conference. 

Roosevelt, in a message to the 
conference read by Berle, empha- 
gized that the St. Lawrence proj- 
ect would provide millions in new 
horsepower urgently needed to 
speed up defense production, and 
create a safe haven and waterway 
for construction of ships to replace 
tonnage sunk in the war.” 

National Defense Effort. 

The President in his message de- 
scribed defense program “pressure” 
for “lots of cheap power.” He 
wrote: 

“Let those who oppose the im- 
mediate undertaking of this project 
sit here at the center of the na- 
tional defense effort in Washington 
and feel the pressure of the Nation- 
al Defense Commission calling for 
more and more power for our 
great aluminum plants and for oth- 
er munitions industries requiring 
lots of cheap power. I am sure 
thet they will know that the oppo- 
sition which defeated the St. Law- 
rence treaty in 1934 was a mis- 
taken opposition, based on failure 
to appraise the full needs of their 
country in the world situation 
which was even then developing. 

“What would we not give today, 
we who are responsible for the 
country’s supreme defense effort, 


if the great St. Lawrence turbines 


were already in place, steadily re- 
volving under the drive of St. Law- 
rence waters now running to waste, 
producing every hour of the day 
1,000,000 horsepower to supply the 
expansion of: our essential defense 
industries. 

Would Rank With Big Projects. 

“Had this project been started 
in 1934, as we urged, it would now 
be complete and occupying a place 
with other great projects, such as 
the Tennessee Valley in the south- 
east, Boulder Dam in the south- 
west, and the Columbia River proj- 
ects in the northwest, among the 
great national defense assets of 
this continent. 

“No one who has studied our na- 
tional defense problems and the 
international situation can possibly 
fail to see the need for this project 
in the defense of the continent. 
The Congress of the United States, 
in providing funds for a two-ocean 
navy On a program Covering many 
years, has properly recognized the 
essential place of seapower in con- 
tinental defense. The world’s mer- 
chant tonnage is diminishing at the 
rate of tens of thousands of tons a 
‘month. The distances which may 
‘be effectively covered*by bombing

with Turkey as the second step in 
Britain’s recently intensified diplo- 
matic activity, a wedge against 
German efforts to draw the guar- 
dian of the Dardanelles into the 
economic orbit of the Axis. 

The Financial Times said today 
the agreement, signed yesterday, 
was an “especially bitter blow to 
Hitler, because there is reason to 
believe the Germans were about 
to put forward tempting proposals 
to the Turks.” 

It was pointed out that in the 
past Britain has enjoyed less: than 
10 per cent of Turkey’s foreign 
trade, while Germany has captured 
about 50 per cent. 

Diplomatic circles viewed the 
treaty not only as an important 
commercial move, but as a vigorous 
political stroke as well, and de 
clared it to be a “direct challenge 
to economic domination in the Bal- 
kans” by Germany, as represented 
by yesterday’s signing of a'10-year 
Rumanian-German trade nad eco- 
nomic pact. 


Details Not Disclosed. 


Details of the British-Turkish 

agreement, which followed closely 
a commercial accord between Spain 
and Britain, were not made public, 
but it was understood generally 
that the United Kingdom Commer- 
cial Corporation, set up last April, 
would play a big part in arranging 
sales and purchases. 
At the same time, experts ex- 
pected purchases under the agree- 
ment would run into millions of 
pounds sterling, with Turkey send- 
ing Britain mainly agricultural 
products in exchange for woolens, 
cotton, locomotives, wagons and 
munitions. 

“Under the new arrangement,” 
the Times declared, “Turkey will 
be free to develop her economy in 
co-operation with the British Em- 
pire. On our side, we now effec- 
tively challenge the great German 
share of the Turkish market.” 

The accord, which the Foreign 
Office announced both governments 
hoped would “bring about a con- 
siderable increase in their trade,” 
provides that payments between 
Turkey and nations of the sterling 
area be made at the existing rate 
of exchange between the Turkish 
lire and the pound sterling. 


Better Bulgar-Turk Relations

R.A.F.’s Best Day Recently 
— Mental Hospital in 
Southeast England Hit, 
Several Killed or Hurt. 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (AP).—In the 
most successful defense of Britain 
for some time, in terms of aerial 
invaders destroyed, the Royal Air 
Force shot down 14 Axis planes 
today and lost two, the Air Minis- 
try announced tonight. 

Twelve were reported destroyed 
in air fights and one by anti-air- 
craft fire over the southeast—an 
old battle area—andea bomber off 
the southwest coast. 

England did not go free of 
bombs. The most serious inci- 
dent was a hit on a mental insti- 
tution in a southeastern town, re- 
sulting in several casualties. 

After leaving the island in peace 
for several hours during the night, 
the raiders dropped four other 
bombs on the town, wrecking two 
houses without casualties. One 
fell on a road and two in an 
orchard. 

London’s first warning of the 
day came in the early afternoon 
and was over shortly. Late in the 
day, however, the sound of anti- 
aircraft fire was heard in the city 
again. 

Night Attacks. 

Raiders ranged wide over Brit- 
ain last night, but the British said 
these attacks ended before midnight 
and casualties were few. | 

Nazi warplanes struck at the Mid- 
lands—both eastern and western 
sections—at London, at Southwest- 
ern England and at Wales. Two 
towns in the Midlands reported 
casualties. 

In one of them, In the Western 
Midlands, an undetermined number 
of persons were trapped in base- 
ment shelters when homes were 
destroyed. A church and a police 
station also were reported hit. 

In London an unoccupied school 
was struck by bombs and a school 
for incurable children was _  de- 
stroyed, 

Raiders lashed at a town in the 
Eastern Midlands for four hours 
but damage was reported to have 
been light. 

Bristol Digging Out. 

Bristol, hard-hit by 300 German 
bombers Monday night, announced 
that with the help of emergency 
workers it had restored its trans- 
portation system to something ap- 
proaching normal. 

The Associated Press correspond- 
ent reported smoke was pouring 
from hundreds of factories still 
operating in the western port and 
manufacturing city. He added that 
ships appeared to be loading and 
unloading at the wharves without 
difficulty. 

Shopping districts and slum areas 
were hardest hit and the city’s 
chief problem was said to be that 
of getting workmen to the factories 
and restoring telephone, electricity 
and similar services. 

Soldiers and police were directing 
traffic and helping to clear up de- 
bris. 

From 3000 to 4000 persons were 
reported to have been bombed out 
of their jobs.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 5.—A seven- 
point program to govern Mexican- 
United States relations has been 
formulated through the efforts. of 
Mexican Ambassador Castillo Na- 
jera and the State Department in 
Washington, according to well-in- 
formed circles here. 


This program, which, it is em- 
phasized, is not a treaty, but a def- 
inition of policy, forecasts an era 
of intimate and constructive co- 


roperation of benefit to both coun- 


tries and, furthermore, has _ the 
tacit approval of the defeated presi- 
dential candidate, Gen. Juan Andreu 
Almazan. 

The seven points of the new pol- 
icy are outlined as follows: 

1. Pan-American co-operation. 

Faithful observance of the gree- 
ments adopted at the Pan-Ameri- 
can conferences. This includes the 
Havana Conference agreements re- 
stricting the activities of totali- 
tarian agents. It will be recalled, 
in this connection, that a few 
months ago Mexico got rid of the 
notorious Arthur Dietrich, Gestapo 
agent operating under the protec- 
tion of the German legation here. 


Both Parties Approve. 


2. Internal order. 


The Mexican Government will 
make all the political adjustments 
possible for the sake of internal 
order. Since the program enjoys 
the support of President Manuel 


Avila Camacho’s administration as 
‘well as that of the opposition lead- 


er, Gen. Almazan, the present ad- 
ministration should have compara- 
tively smooth sailing. 

3. Settlement of international 
differences. 


Mexico will try to settle its dif- 
ferences with Great Britain. Diplo- 
matic relations were severed in 
1938, but the present Mexican Gov- 
ernment is expected to follow a 
pro-Ally policy similar to that of 
the United States. Announcement 
by Foreign Minister Ezequiel Pa- 
dilla that efforts are under way 
to renew Mexican-British diplo-

4. Settlement of pending United

this point. Settlement of most of 
these questions has been pending 
for many years. 

5. The oil question.

6. Interna] financial questions. 

The United States Government 
will give financial assistance to en- 
able the Mexican Government to 
settle internal land claims and bal- 
ance its budget.

Engineer Who Died in Crash Was 
Enthusiast for Air Travel. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 5- (AP). — 
Wilbert J. Austin, president of the 
company bearing his name, who 
was killed in the crash of.a United 
Air Lines plane in Chicago last 
night, was one of the nation’s most 
enthusiastic air travelers. The 64- 
year-old engineer was the first 
Clevelander to cross the Pacific 
Ocean on the China Clipper. An in- 
veterate airway traveler, he also 
was a planner and a dreamer of 
tomorrow’s aviation. His firm has 
built modern industrial plants in 
many parts of the world. 

Under Austin’s leadership the 
company pioneered in design 
and construction of controlled con- 
ditions — plants where lighting, 
sound, vibration, Heating, ventilat- 
ing were under complete control; 
pioneered in the welding of struc- 
tural steel, the development of rigid 
frame construction and the com- 
bining of beautiful architectural 
treatment of factory fronts with 
stream-lined interiors. 

The Austin Company has con- 
structed more than 5000 industrial 
plants in the United States and 21 
foreign countries.

Seemingly untroubled by the ex- 
perience, the blonde, blue-eyed baby 
was happy, while hospital attaches 
watched her. Mrs. Barry, whose 
husband, James Barry, is a tobacco 
truck driver, wore a gingham house 
dress, but was dissheveled from 
her climb. . 

Miss Mary Humpert, 63, who is 
recovering from a broken leg, from 

hich a cast was removed recently, 

as carried dow na ladder by fire- 
men from the second floor of the 
house, her leg being too stiff to 
bend. Two other women, Miss Hel- 
en Mason, 50, and Miss Pearl Ad- 
ams, 27, were on this floor. Miss 
Mason left on a ladder, while Miss 
Adams broke a porch screen and 
slid to the ground on a downspout. 

The operator of the rooming 
house, Mrs. Mollie Gunter, had 
gone toa store. She returned while 
the fire was in progress and res- 
cued her two bull terriers from the 
kitchen but found that her parrot, 
in a cage there, had been killed by 
smoke, 

Some fire damage was done on 
the first and second floors. Fire- 
men and policemen estimated dam- 
age to the building at $1000 and to 
contents at $500. Mrs. Gunther, 
who said the furnishings were not 
insured, told police she had fixed 
the furnace fire before going shop- 
ping, but that she could not ac- 
count for the disposition of the 
ashes.

Smoke from East St. Louis 
chimneys, for example, frequently 
has drifted or been blown toward 
St, Louis. | 
To illustrate the change that has 
occurred in. St.. Louis, the Mayor 
will inclose with his letters copies 
of two sets of pictures made and 
published by the Post-Dispatch. 
Contrasting Pictures. 
One pair, made at Twelfth boule- 
vard and Olive street, contrasts the 
extreme blackout of “Black Tues- 
day,” Nov. 28, 1939, with the clean 
atmosphere at the same spot 52 
weeks later, Tuesday of last week. 
The other pair, printed last Friday, 
show the clear air over'.downtown 
St. Louis, as seen from the roof of 
the Pierce Building, and a heavy 
cloud of smoke obscuring East St. 
Louis, as seen from the same point 
at the same time. 

Mayor Dickmann will ask the 
Mayors of the neighboring com- 
munities, in the letter, to join in 
the effort to rid the entire metro- 
politan district of smoke. He will 
offer to send them copies of the St. 
Louis ordinance, if they desire to 
use it as a guide in having simi- 
lar bills prepared for their own 
cities. 

Under the St. Louis ordinance, 
smoky Illinois soft coal, which has 
been the community’s chief fuel 
supply, may not be used in the 
city, unless it is processed to re- 
move the smoke factors or burned 
in mechanical stokers. While some 
suburbs have smoke abatement 
ordinances, none is this stringent. 

The Mayor also will offer the 
other cities the benefit of the ex- 
perience of St. Louis in campaign- 
ing against smoke and in enforc- 
ing its ordinance. He said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
thought what had been done in this 
problem here could be done else- 
where, 

Among cities to which the appeal 
will be sent are East St. Louis, 
Granite City, University City, Web- 
ster Groves and Clayton. Also to 
be included are the other larger 
towns of St. Louis County and, 
on the East Side, St. Clair and 
Madison counties.

ABOARD U. 8S. S. MAYRANT 
AT KINGSTON, Jamaica, Dec. 5 
(AP via Radio).—President Roose- 
velt stopped here today and in- 
spected sites for United States de- 
fense bases in this strategic British 


Caribbean island. 

Almost in sight of the guns pro- 

tecting the British West Indies 
naval station, the President looked 
over the prospective United States 
naval. anchorage at Port Land 
Bright and other planned facilities 
in the leased areas.

Preceded by the destroyer May- 
rant and with the destroyer Trippe 
guarding the rear, the cruiser Tus- 
caloosa carrying the President,

NEW U-BOAT TACTICS

tors yesterday with the recent im- 
préssive successes claimed for Ger- 
man undersea warfare. 

Other stated reasons for what is 
called here the growing effective- 
ness of submarine raiders were 
these: 

The probable increased number 
of submarines; closer co-operation 
with the air force which spots con- 
véys hundreds of miles distant; the 
alleged weakening of the British 
navy, and particularly a shortage 
of British destroyers to protect mer- 
chantmen; the Germans’ “daring, 
imaginative leadership in sea war.” 

Details of the technique by which 
submarines are said by the Ger- 
mans to be escaping with increas- 
ing frequency from the dangers of 
depth bombs and outwitting con- 
voying vessels were not given, but 
authorized comments left no doubt 
that part of this new procedure is 
the “mass attack”— a phrase em- 
ployed by DNB, the official Ger- 
man news agency, in describing 
“the ever-tightening blockade of 
the British Isles.” 

Nothing was disclosed specifically 
as to submarine construction; the 
newspapers, however, speak of a 
record production in. the World 
War construction reached one a 
day and the capacities of present 
Germany, it is said here, certainly 
are not inferior. 

As to the co-operation of the air 
force, the high command reported 
air attacks on ships far west of 
Britain and virtually in mid-Atlan- 
tic. Long-range recon ce 
planes capable of covering equally 
great distances can report the ap- 
proach of convoys which still may

from England. The submarine 
commanders thus frequently are 
able to get set. 

The alleged inability of the Brit- 
ish navy adequately to protect all 
ships which must go to England if 
the island is to be provisioned re- 
mains a favorite German theme.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 5.—Re- 
Organization and consolidation of 
State tax agencies, proper organi- 
gation of the budget department 
and strengthening of the State 
Auditor’s department were suggest- 
ed by Governor-Elect Forrest C. 
Donnell, as major fields of inquiry 
at the first conference here today 
of a special legislative committee 
he appointed to make recommen- 
dations an reorganization of some 
of the State departments. 

He urged the committee to make 
whatever other recommendations 
it saw fit “with respect to im- 
provements in*the organization of 
our State government.” 

The proposed reorganization plan, 
centering on modernization of the 
“hodge-podge” Missouri system of 
assessing and collecting revenues, 
is in keeping with one of the ma- 


. Jor pledges made by Donnell, a Re- 


publican, in his campaign for elec- 
tion as Governor. 

Reports of a possible contest be- 
fore the Legislature, in an effort 
to seat Lawrence McDaniel of St. 
Louis, Donnell’s Democratic oppo- 
nent for the Governorship, have 
made no difference in Donnell’s 
plans to assume the office on Jan. 
13, he told reporters today. 


Planning to Move In. 


“T am making my plans to move 
in,” he said today. He said he did 
not not think the result of a contest 


That would be the State's first 
year-end deficit since 1934 and its 
first biennial deficit since 1932 in 
general revenue—the principal 
fund for financing State govern- 
mental departments.

Concerning Tax Units. 

In urging consolidation of the 
State tax assessing and collecting 
agencies into one department, Don- 
nell recalled that 13 of the major 
sources of State revenue, which 
last year produced about $65,000,000, 
are assessed by 10 separate State 
agencies and actually collected by 
eight State agencies. He suggest- 
ed a central revenue department to 
collect all but two of the major 
taxes. 

Such a department, if created, 
should operate under a merit sys- 
tem with employes selected on 
ability and not on political consid- 
erations, he said. 

A central department, Donnell 
told the committee, would do away 
with duplications of employes and 
equipment, space the tax collection 
periods to avoid conflict, eliminate 
waste, provide a highly trained and 
specialized staff of employes and 
permit a continuing study of the 
various taxes. He said other ad- 
vantages would be elimination of 
favoritism in settlement of disputed 
tax items and the loss of efficiency 
through employes of taxing depart- 
ments devoting much of their time 
to political campaigning. 

Control of Expenditures. 

In suggesting possible reorgan- 
ization of the State budget depart- 
ment, now a division of the State 
Tax Commission, he discussed the 
necessity of providing the Legis- 
lature with adequate information on 
how the revenue should be dis- 
tributed and of provision for guar- 
anteeing proper control of the ex- 
penditure of such revenue. 

“Control of expenditures in ac- 
cordance with the intent of the 
Legislature should be among the 
chief functions of the budget de- 
partment,’ Donnell said. 

He suggested all functions of an 
auditing nature, except the “pre- 
audit” before payment of an ac- 
count, should be centralized in one 
department, and said strengthening 
of the office of the State Auditor 
‘is essential to the best interests 
of the State.”

A “fierce battle” over Italian 
lines yesterday resulted in the 
shooting down of “a large num- 
ber” of Italian planes, the R. A. F. 
“\reported. -Greek soldiers said the 
number of planes downed was be- 
lieved to be 10. 

The R. A. F. scored two direct 
hits on an Italian destroyer near 
Porto Edda, the communique said. 
The destroyer was said to be “list- 
ing heavily” when the attackers 
left. The British said they lost 
no planes yesterday. 

R. A. F. Men Tell of Bombing. 
The leader of a British. forma- 
tion which bombed Italian concen- 
tration centers in the Tepelini area 
said: 

“Over the frontier on a snow- 
covered mountain we saw groups 
‘lof Greek troops. We met no enemy| 
fighters, but we ran into anti-air-/ 
craft fire. We dived on the town 
and saw clouds of dust and stones 
arise from around a bridge as our 
bombs dropped. We also hit a road 
and some buildings around which 
were gathered a lot of motor trans- 
ports. 

“Seeing the convoy on the road, 
we dropped a stick of bombs plumb 
in the center of it. I later saw 
what appeared to be a hot engage- 
ment going on between our fight- 
ers and the enemy.” 

The leader of another R. A, F. 
formation, said: 

“We went after enemy troop con- 
centrations on the road at Kelsyre. 
Weather conditions were perfect, 
although it was tricky work getting 
on the target. It meant diving 
down a narrow valley and swinging 
up again over a hill, but we man- 
aged it and dropped sticks on the 
road close to the junction. I sawa 
couple of Italian fighters, but they 
made no attempt to chase us.” 

500 Prisoners Reported Taken. 

The fall of Premet followed 
fierce fighting in which the Ital- 
ians suffered heavy casualties and 
the loss of considerable equipment, 
the Greek high command reported. 
More than 500 Fascist troops were 
said to have surrendered. 

The high command said the Ital- 
ians had resisted stubbornly and 
had launched a counterattack with 
tanks on both flanks of a Greek 
force’ driving up the highway to- 
ward Premet. This assault was re- 
pulsed, however, a spokesman said, 
and the battle “ended in an Ital- 
ian rout.” 

Premet is 15 miles inside the Al- 
banian frontier. Porto Edda is 30 
miles to the southwest. Argyrocas-

We could 
never have beaten them without 
it. 

“Minnesota also emphasized 
the pass, but not as effectively. 
Walter Steffen and Pat Page 
did our passing in 1907, as they 
did it again in 1908 when Chicago 
trimmed Minnesota, 29 to 0. In 
that game I sprang for the first 
time a fake pass by Steffen, 
which he combined with the 
real thing so cleverly that he 
created havoc with the Minne- 
sota defense.

different types of passes. 

The one-handed overhead or base- 
ball pass should come first. This 
pass is more of a snap pass and 
should get all its power from the 
wrist and forearm. This is used 
where a longer pass is necessary 
to feed men cutting fast for the 
basket. The word baseball pass is 
sometimes used to describe this 
pass because in many of its fea- 
tures it closely resembles a catch- 
er’s throw, being a snap throw 
with no preliminary windup. 

A very effective pass especially 
useful against a zone defense, is 
the bounce pass. The pass may be 
made with either one or two hands 
and may be used for distances up 
to about 25 feet. Care should be 
taken not to “english” the ball 
and not to make the bounce too 
close to the receiver.

I wish to dwell particularly on the receiver pass close to each other 


going in opposite directions. The 


point to be emphasized in this pass 


is that it is never thrown at the re- 
ceiver. Rather the pass is flipped 
straight up into the air or even 
slightly in the direction in which 
the receiver is traveling. This pre- 
caution minimizes the possibility 
of fumbling and makes the pass 
an effective weapon especially 
when players are weaving around 
in the foul line area in close quar- 
ters, 


I could go into a detailed de- 
scription of various other types of 
passes, but I feel that if the player 
masters the fundamentals of the 
above-mentioned, he will be suffi- 
ciently well grounded to be a good 
passer, 

Before closing, I would like to 
stress briefly a few points vyghich 
the passer should constantly keep 
in his mind. First, never pass if 
the distance between you and the

defensive man is too great. Get 
close to him and the Hability of 
his intercepting the pass is mini- 
mized. Second, don’t tip off your 
passes, fool the defense, fake one 
way, with your eyes and hands and 
pass another way. Third, don't 
make “Hope” passes, don’t pass if 
there is a possibility of intercep- 
tion. Be cool, remember possession 
if the ball is an important essential 
for winning basketball. And last, 
keep in mind the fact that good 
passing requires long and patient

Increase in Prairie Chickens. 
INCE 1907 Missouri has had a 
S closed season on prairie Chick- 
ens. The once most popular 
upland game bird of this section 
was blasted almost out of exist- 
ence. Today there are more than 
there have been since the turn of 
the century, according to Charles 


W. Schwartz of the Conservation 
Commission. 


In 1907 it was estimated that 
there were about 12,500 roaming 
over the lands where hundreds of 
thousands had lived shortly before. 
A more recent estimate, resulting 
from a survey completed in '34 by 
Professors Rudolph Bennitt and 
Werner O. Nagel of the University 
of Missouri, placed the population 
at slightly more than 5000. A sec- 
ond survey, 1939, showed an increase 
of slightly more than double this 
figure. 

Schwartz, employed by the 
commission for the stady of prai- 
rie chickens through a Federal 
grant, recently completed a cen- 
sus which revealed a population 
of 20,000. 


Conditions Improved. 


HE principal reason for this 
sharp rise in the census is the 
more permanent grassland, fa- 
vorite habitat of the chickens, plus 
stricter protection. Schwartz point- 
ed out that people are sometimes 
led to believe that the fowl are 
more plentiful than they really are 
because they are concentrated in 
certain areas. 

Rather than trapping and mov- 
ing the birds to the more sparse- 
ly pppulated areas, it is believed 
that the better method of dis- 
tribution would be through care- 
ful game management areas 
where plenty of food, cover and 
water are provided.

Story of Bomber

ERE it is:

They are little men, not averaging 
much more than five feet five 


inches in height, and most of them 
look as if their uniforms are one 
or two sizes too big. At first 
glance, you would think they were 
a haphazard lot, and to hear their 
animated chatter one might sus- 
pect them almost incapable of well- 
organized effort. 


Recognize No Obsiacle. 


You soon discover that these 
nondescript-looking Greek troops 
are extraordinarily efficient. Be- 
neath the surface of seemingly 
chaotic gestures, they get things 
done and they recognize no ob- 
stacles. The Finnish soldiers were 
much more impressive to look at, 
but these tough, wiry little Greeks 
possess the same kind of astonish- 
ing fortitude, endurance and will to 
win. I never expected to see an- 
other army: which could be favor- 
ably compared, man for man, in 
these respects with Finland’s war- 
riors, but I have found one, here 
in Greece. 

I have never seen soldiers who 
thrived on war and its hardships 
as much as the Greeks do. They 
are the most cheerful fighting 
troops you can imagine. Wherever 
we have gone we have met these

FIVE-CENT MILK. 

The half-cent increase in the cost of milk will, at 
least, not fall on the shoulders of those on relief. 
Instead, these people will be able to buy milk for 5 
cents a quart, beginning Dec. 16. 

The boon comes to them through the Surplus Com- 
modities program, which is also the origin of the 
food stamp plan now being introduced here. When 
offices for the sale of these stamps have been opened, 
persons on direct relief, as well as those receiving old- 
age assistance or aid for dependent children, may 
go to them and place monthly orders for milk. A 
quart a day will be allowed for children under 17 
and for expectant and nursing mothers. For those 
over 17, the allowance will be one pint each day. 

The benefits of milk for those most likely to be 
undernourished are obvious. 
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SUGGESTION FOR GOVERNOR-ELECT GREEN. 

Final Census Bureau tabulations show that Cali- 
fornia will be the largest gainer of seats in the na- 
tional House of Representatives.. On the basis of 
population changes, the Golden Gate State is entitled 
to increase its present House delegation of 20 to 23. 
Arizona, Florida, New Mexico, North Carolina, Ore- 
gon and Tennessee each will gain one seat. 

Since Congress has set the number of House 
seats at 435, these gains must be at the expense of 
states which either have lost population or have not 
increased as fast as the leading gainers. Missouri, 
which lost three of its 16 seats after the 1930 
census, will not lose a seat this time. 
most populous states, whose electoral vote is always, 
eagerly sought in presidential elections, are due to 
lose a seat each: Illinois, Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
Other losers of ore each will. be Indiana, Kansas, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska and Oklahoma. 

The change in Illinois should be made the occa- 
sion for a long-overdue redistricting of the State’s 
congressional areas. The ang boundaries were 
laid out on the basis of the 1900 census. Population 
changes have produced districts ranging in popula- 
tion all the way from 138,000 to 889,000—a flagrant 
violation of democratic procedure. In addition, Illi- 
nois has continued for 28 years to elect two Repre- 
sentatives-at-large, seats which go invariably to the 
party which carries the State as a whole.

He had been renominated by the Democrats for a 
sixth. Then he came out for Willkie to the horror 
of party workers and good Democrats all over the 
State. A last minute write-in campaign was or- 
ganized in favor of the candidate McDonald had 
defeated in the primary, but his name was hard to 
spell and McDonald was re-elected, although run- 
ning 200,000 votes behind Roosevelt. 

But the interesting thing was that the only other 
candidate for Commissioner of Agriculture on the 
ballot was the Communist candidate, who rolled up 
the stupendous total of 4000; while Browder, the 
Communist candidate for President, could muster 
only 137. Four thousand Communist votes for 
Commissioner of Agriculture to 137 for President— 
that’s what we call running ahead of the top of the 
ticket.

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A BAD YEAR FOR PENSION PANACEAS. 

The voters in last month's elections were discrim- 
inating not only in the matter of public officials: 
they also showed sound judgment in passing on pen- 
sion schemes. The American Association for Social 
Security, which has been warning against quackery 
in this field for years, while urging sound pension 
plans, has checked the returns and found them grati- 
fying. 

Dr. Townsend and his political henchmen got a 
drubbing on Nov. 6, says the association’s organ, 
Social Security. Townsend himself had indorsed the 
Willkie candidacy. The Townsendites lost 20 sym- 
pathizers in the House. ; 

On state issues, Arkansas voters rejected a Utopian 
and financially unsound pension plan. Ex-Gov. Davey 
of Ohio, who had made exorbitant promises to the 
aged, was defeated in his comeback attempt. Gov. 
Saltonstall of Massachusetts refused to indorse larger 
pensions, for he felt such a pledge could not be ful- 
filled; he was re-elected over an opponent who made 
vast promises. Colorado was an exception—its voters 
rejected a plan to substitute $30 pensions for the 
$45 scale which has‘ created financial havoc. The 
Missouri results are viewed with favor by Social Se- 
curity, which points out that McDaniel promised $40 
pensions, while Donnell “wisely warned of the ‘vast 
financial difficulties’ and the possibility that the sales 
tax would have to be doubled if an attempt is made 
to pay high grants.” 

All in all, it is a gratifying set of returns. It 
offers evidence that the people have learned the 
‘falsity of the quack pension remedy for the country’s

DETERMINED and very strong effort 
A is being made for repeal of the Johnson 

Act, which forbids loans to governments 
in default. The argument is that to help 
Britain is to help our own cause; that she 
is our first line of defense; that without 
British command of.the seas, the cost of 
our defense would be far larger. 

There is much to this, and it is bolstered 
by the sentiment of a majority of Amer- 
icans who sympathize with the British 
cause. It is further supported by many 
who see a bursting war prosperity, what 
President Roosevelt called at Chautauqua 
on Aug. 14, 1936, “fool’s gold.” At that 
time he predicted that thousands of Amer- 
icans, seeking immediate riches, would at- 
tempt to break down our neutrality. 

Against repeal of the ban on loans are 
strong considerations. First is the fact that 
liquid British investments in the United 
States still add up to billions, though they 
have been spent pretty fast. A recent esti- 
mate was at least three billions in these 
liquid investments, plus about $1,500,000,000 
in real estate and other investments not so 
liquid. 

In addition, there are British investments 
in Canada of two and three-quarter billions, 
and in Latin America of five billions. All 
these represent purchasing power in the 
United States 

It is true that using these resources would 
not be easy, would seriously upset British 
domestic ecOhomy, so that it is suggested 
that they be used as collateral for loans 
instead of being liquidated. 


. * s 


There are also the British possessions in 
this hemisphere, exclusive of Canada which 
no American would consider treating as a 
money asset to be bartered by Britain. Most 
of these possessions we do not’ want. But 
we do not want any other non-British Power 
occupying them. We bought the Danish 
Virgin Islands during the World War for 
their “nuisance value.” though except for 
defense they are a liability. 

All this looks as though there need be no 


or in canceling the British debt for what 
we lent her in the last war, in return for 
British American possessions. 

Nevertheless, the agitation will be kept 
up, and the question will turn on the merit 
of the contention that Britain is our first 
line of defense. The old arguments of 1917 
are being heard again. At that time it was 
said in support of loans to the Allies that 
we were thus fighting our own war. And 
at that time it was true. Man after man 
arose in Senate and House to say that we 
ought to “give” the money. 

Before the question of pouring new bil- 
lions into Britain’s war is answered by the 
American people and their Congress, there 
ought to be discussion. of a good deal more 
than the details of British resources and 
the sentimental argument for a cause with 
which we sympathize. 

Any loan now, except as it might be col- 
lateralized, would be a gift so far as anyone 
can now see. If the billions now owed us 
and in default for many years are either 
forgiven or crossed off as a fancy price for 
British possessions in this hemisphere, the 
return of other billions to be “lent” would 
be unimaginable.

We come back, then, to the question 
whether it is our war. The country is not 
now ready to say, “Yes, it is.” Before any 
fps decision, there are questions that need 
t6 be answered. What kind of war is it and 
what kind of peace is proposed? 

If the United States and Britain should 
succeed in winning a peace, freeing some of 
the seized countries of Europe, what would 
be the basis of the peace? Would secret 
agreements come to light between Britain 
and other nations requiring the transfer 
of territory to alien control, as at Versailles 
after the World War? 

* « « 

All this barely sketches parts of an enor- 
mous problem. Because it is so great and so 
complicated, the efforts now being made 
attack it only piecemeal. How many planes 
can we spare, how many destroyers? Are 
we to drain ourselves of our own strength 
to help Britain? Shall we repeal the John- 
son Act and provide for a feverish war order 
“prosperity” to be paid for by taxes on our- 
selves, or borrowing against future repay- 
ment, and to be followed by a depression 
such as we have not seen? 

We are attempting to answer questions of 
what we should contribute before we answer 
the question of whether it is our war. We 
take one step, another and another to the 
tune of a ringing promise that we shall 
never take the final step, while we slip 
closer to the brink of war. The whole ques- 
tion needs to be met more frankly and se- 
riously than it has been met so far. We 
shrink from facing the question of whether 
we are ready to see it through—with money, 
ships and men, if necessary. 

That is the nub of the problem. 


THAT PENDING JUDGESHIP. 
From the Kansas City Star. 
HE Kansas City Bar Association has 
added its voice to those urging the 
President to appoint a Missourian to the 
vacancy that now exists on the bench of the 


Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals. This is the 


Federal circuit which includes Missouri, 
Arkansas, Iowa, Nebraska, North and South 
Dakota and Minnesota. 

The recommendation is based primarily 
on the fact that more than 46 per cent of 
all cases to reach the court originate in 
Missouri, and on the further circumstance 
that only one of the seven active Judges 
(Stone) at present comes from this State. 
The argument should be persuasive, not for 
any arbitrary geographical reason, but be- 
cause of one simple consideration growing 
out of Federal court practice. 

The United States courts, both district and 
circuit, are enjoined as far as possible to 
employ local procedure and local law, the 
procedural and legal principles prevailing in 
the gtate where the case arose. 

There are material differences in this re- 
spect among the several states. It is desir- 


‘able, therefore, that an appellate tribunal 


should have jurists familiar with the law 


and procedure of each state within the cir- 


cuit producing a substantial number of 
cases. And since nearly half the work of 
this court is supplied by one of the seven

HEN Joseph P. Kennedy an- 

nounced he was laying down 

his office as Ambassador to 
Britain to fight for the cause of 
peace, he really meant he was go- 
ing to peddle his ideas all across 
the United States. © : 

By following his announced plan 
of seeking: out leading men and 
telling them his story, Kennedy 
may have a great effect on public 
opinion. His setf-appraisal was dis- 
closed in: his ion, “I know 
more about Eu than anybody 
else in this country.” ~ 

One of his boasts, made more 
than once since his return to this 
country, is that he did not succumb 
to the “blandishments” of the Eng- 
lish. Undoubtedly, he escaped the 
effect of the blandishments from 
such men’ as Winston Churchill and 
Ernest Bevin—the men who are 
now leading Britain’s gallant battle 
for survival. Possibly Churchill and 
Bevin did not waste their compli- 
ments on our Ambassador, since 
he cast his lot from the start with 
the men who prepared Britain’s dis- 
aster—Montagu Norman and Sir 
Horace Wilson, Neville Chamber- 
lain and Sir John Simon. 


Warning to Roosevelt. 


N the period before the war, 

Kennedy constantly pressed on 

the President and the State De- 
partment the appeasement view. 
During the actual war crisis, he 
went so far as to hint pretty plain- 
ly that the President ought to bring 
pressure on Poland to succumb to 
Germany without struggle. After 
the war began he bombarded the 
department with repeated expres- 
sions of almost unalloyed defeatism. 
Sometimes these were too extreme 
to suit Kennedy himself, and he 
would then telephone the depart- 
ment and ask that his previous 
day’s cable be read in the light of 
another dispatch. But unless his 
former associates are wilfully mis- 
representing him, Kennedy’s warn- 
ing to the President that Britain 
was utterly worthless as an ally, 
sent a few weeks before his return; 
was fairly typical of his regular 
output. 


Since Kenn.dy’s return to this, 
country, his course has been pretty 


difficult to follow. For example, at 
a luncheon with a number of ex- 
tremely influential men in New 
York just after he landed, he was 
understood to say that “Britain 
is busted.” Yet unless  e ‘Presi- 
dent misheard him, or misquoted 
him to the Treasury, bh warned 
the President while he was in 
Washington against being deceived 
into extending financial aid to 
Britain by any false British pleas 
of exBausted resources. 
Denies Being Defeatist. 
‘GAIN, although the Kennedy 
fa pattern appears to be a lead- 
ing business-man, politician or 
publisher frightened into something 
approaching a fit, he has flatly 
denied being a defeatist. Fortunate- 
ly, however, there is Kennedy’s Bos- 
ton interview to throw light on the 
situation, 

It was in this remarkable inter- 
view, first printed in the Boston 
Globe, that Kennedy most fully ad- 
mitted the public to his secret 
mind, covering Norman with 
grease, denouncing such British 
leaders as Bevin as the precursors 
of “national socialism,” and declar- 
ing frankly that Lindbergh “is not 
so crazy either.” 

The interview was written by 
Louis Lyons, a highly reputable 
reporter and one of Kenneédy’s old- 
est journalistic friends. It was 
read to Kennedy on the morning 
it was printed, when one of the 
Globe editors telephoned him for 
comment on the death of Neville 
Chamberlain. Kennedy offered no 
objection. It was again read to 
him the same afternoon when Brit- 
ish newspapers and news services 
requested permission to quote it. 
On this occasion Kennedy was spe- 
cifically asked to approve the quo- 
tations appearing in the interview 
and willingly consented to do so. 
Yet a day or so later, after he 
found himself in trouble, he blandly 
repudiated the same interview he 
had twice heard and passed on, 
declaring it was not authorized and 
tended to misrepresent him. 

To date Kennedy’s great “peace 
crusade” has been an.indirect ef: 
fort to sway public opinion, by 
off-the-record talks with influen- 
tial individuals.

a sister, Mrs. Thomas Middleton of 
Pleasantville, N. J. 

Hutton’s first wife—and Barbara’s 
mother—was Miss Edna Woolworth. 
Through her the daughter inherited 
the Woolworth five-an-ten store 
fortune. Mrs. Hutton died in 1917 
and nine years later Hutton wed a 
Detroit divorcee, the former Irene 
Curley Bodde. 

In March of last year, Hutton 
attempted to obtain a refund of 
$13,681.91 in 1933 New York income 
taxes, contending he had sold his 
apartment that year to his daugh- 
ter for $1,000,000 and that he had 
no abode in the State until 1935.

Musician, . 60, . Succumbs 
Prague to Undisclosed 
Ailment. 


BERLIN, Dec. 5 (AP), — Jan 
Kubelik, renownéd Czech violinist, 


died in Prague today of an undis- 7 
jclosed ailment. He was 60 years 


old. 
Born at Michle, near 
Kubelik, a gardener’s 


Prague, 
son, won 


world renown almost upon gradua- 


tion from his.musical studies at age 
of 18. He traveled more than a 
million. miles for concerts on five 
continents. He last appeared in the 
United States in 1935. 

In 1933 he survived automobile 
injuries suffered in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. Nearly 20 years ago he was 
a passenger on the Osten mail boat 
which sank a freighter in a crash. 
He put a lifebelt around his be- 
loved Stradivarius. 

Kubelik had a disdain for money 
which kept him in financial straits 
much of his life. His hands were 
insured for $100,000. 

Of seven children, two becamdé 
violinists and five also devoted 
themselves to music and other arts. 

“In the middle ages,” a critic 
wrote after Kubelik’s debut in 
Vienna in 1898, “Kubelik would 
have been burnt alive as a sorcerer.” 
This sorcery exerted itseff in dra- 
matic fashion’ in London, in 1905, 
when a young Hindu medical stu- 
dent who had adopted the name 
Charles Dawson heard him and an- 
nounced he would never leave the 
side of such a master. The Hindu 
abandoned his studies and traveled 
with Kubelik as his personal ser- 
vant for more than 25 years.  . 

In 1920, at the Odeon in St. Louis, 
Kubelik appeared for the first time 
in America in the role of composer, 
playing the first of three violin con- 
certos written during his enforced 
retirement from the concert stage 
during the World War.

US. STL T APPROVE 
‘OMO0ST MILK PLA 


Mayor, However, Says There 
Has Been No Hitch in 
Scheme to Aid Needy. 


The plan of low-cost distribu- 
tion of milk to needy St. Louis 
families, which Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann announced last week 


had been approved and would be 
in operation Dec. 16, has not yet 
been approved by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. Jacab “Kunz, econo- 
mist with the Dairy Division of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, said today. 

The Mayor told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he is now uncertain when 
the plan, under which it is planned 
to sell milk to families on relief 
possibly as cheaply as five cents a 
quart, would be put into effect, but 
he expressed confidence it would 
be introduced séon in St. Louis. 

He declared there had been no 
hitch in completing arrangements, 
and that it was still possible that 
the plan would be in operation on 
Dec. 16. 


Conference Tomorrow. 


R. M. Bristol, city WPA expedi- 
ter, who has been handling nego- 
tiations for the city in connection 
with the plan, said two officials of 
the Department of Agriculture 
would be in St. Louis tomorrow 
to meet with representatives of the 
distributing dairies and the State 
Social Security Commission. 

Under the contemplated plan, if 
approved by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Claude Wickard, low-cost milk 
would be delivered by distributing 
dairies and the Social Security 
Commission would supply records 
of persons eligible to purchase the 
milk, that is, those receiving direct 
relief, old-age pensions or aid for 
dependent children. 

The dairies would distribute the 
milk in designated areas under con- 
tracts obtained through competitive 
bidding. Producers in the St. Louis 
Marketing Area have already 
agreed to furnish the milk at one 
cent less per quart than the regu- 
lar price, under a recently com- 
pleted marketing agreement. Milk 
wagon drivers, through their union, 
have offered to deliver the low-cost 
milk to needy families on _ their 
routes without charge. 

Conducting Survey. 

Kunz, who is making a prelim- 
inary survey in St. Louis in gonnec- 
tion with the proposed plan, dis- 
cussed the operation of _ similar 
plans in other cities at a meeting 
of the Consumers’ Federation at Y. 
W. C. A., 1411 Locust street yester- 
day. He said no plan had been ap- 
proved yet for the city, and as- 
serted he was not permitted to dis- 
close the progress of his survey. 


Gets Army. Tent Peg Contract. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
The War Department yesterday an- 
nounced contract awards totaling 
$4,742,692. They included Gideon- 
Anderson Lumber Co., Gideon, Mo., 
wooden tent pins, $202,500. Durabilt 
Steel Locker Co. of Aurora, IIl., 
received a $340,800 contract for 
metal trunks.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP). — 
Marine underwriters disclosed yes- 
terday the British Government 
had prevented a sharp increase in 
commercial war risk insurance 
rates despite current heavy Eng- 
lish shipping losses. 
| The British war risk office in- 
sures all cargoes between United 
States Atlantic coast ports and the 
west coast of the United Kingdom 
for a flat 2% per cent. 

Commercial interests in the Unit- 
ed States and England charge 10 
per cent, which has been in effect 
for months. 

A few exporters and importers 
pay the higher rate, insurance 
men said, because they fear delay 
in payment of British policies be- 
cause of Government technicalities 
and prefer dealing with United 
States firms with which they are 
familiar. 

In addition, some are afraid 
England might be subjected to 
quick defeat, it was said. 

Domestic underwriters claimed 
they were not doing enough busi- 
ness on Europe-bound cargoes to 
keep in postage stamps, largely 
because of the British rate. Most 
insurance business now comes 
from Far Eastern and South 
American shipping, they said.

Walley was al- 
leged by the grand jury to Rave 
made the $32 donation through H. 
U. Bailey of Princeton. 

“Tt has never come to My know!l- 
edge that Mr, Walley, either per- 
sonally or for others, evér con- 
tributed for any of my Campaigns 
to any person or persons any money 
or any other thing of value for me 
on my account,” Gunning added, 

The Springfield grand jury indict- 
ed the Illinois Iowa Power Co., two 
of its éxecutives and fts former 
president, arid the Missouri Power 
and Light Co., an affiliated corpo- 
ration, on charges of violatin 
corrupt practices section of the 
Public Utflity Holding Conrpany 
Act and conspiracy to violate that 
act.

ent mames. Fricassee, ragout, gou-

and Spanish versions. The English 
set great store by their kidney 
stew, and Irish stew needs no in- 
troduction anywhere, 

In America, all these good ideas 
come together. Many cooks make 
their stews by Old World recipes, 
handed down without a change 
from one generation to the next. 
Other good cooks use some of the 
traditional ingredients, but cook 
them in the modern scientific man- 
ner, 

Most stews start with low-priced 
meats, which after all are just as 
mutritious as the higher-priced 
steaks and chops. Less tender cuts, 
cooked long and slowly, make ten- 
der and savory stews. Tidbits and 
small pieces of tender meat can be 
used to advantage in stews. 

No hard-and-fast rules bind the 
cook when making stew. But if 
she’s wise, she'll start by browning 
the meat in hot fat. That’s what 
gives the stew its rich flavor and 
deep brown color. Meat dipped in 
flour before browning has a spe- 
cial well-liked flavor. 

Finish cooking the meat in wa- 
ter, barely enough to cover. A low 
temperature—simmering, not boil- 
ing—softens the connective tissue 
and makes the meat tender.

Short cooking means full flavor, 
bright color, and. fitm texture for 
the vegetables. j 

When choosing vegetables for the 
stew, think of the color and flavor 
combinations you want whén the 
dish is served. Carrots, potatoes 
and onions are a favorite combina- 
tion, but only a starter for the 
cook with imagination. Lima beans, 
tomatoes and corn are used in 
Brunswick stew, typically American 
dish named after a county in Vir- 
ginia. Turnips, rutabagas, or pars- 
nips aré starchy vegetables that 
double for potatoes. To add a 
green color choose Brussels sprouts, 
cabbage, peas, green pepper, or 
snap beans. 

Important as the vegetables are, 
Meat is the backbone of any good 
stew. When buying beef for stew, 
you might choose the heel of round. 
It’s a well-flavored, boneless cut 
from above the hind shank. The 
meat of the fore shank is also a 
good. cut for stewing. Although it 
has quite a bit of bone, you easily 
trim off the meat and cut it into 
uniform pieces. Thé flank is an 
excellent stew meat, even though 
the fibers are coarse. The neck, 
short ribs, plate and brisket are 
also suitable. . 

Véal and lamb riblets, made by 
cutting between the ribs of the 
breast, are excellent for stew. So 
are small, very lean shoulders and 
irregularly shaped pieces of veal, 
lamb or pork. 

Meat organs are another good 
addition to your list of stew meats. 
Many of them are low in price, 
and they add vitamins and min- 
erals to the meal. Beef kidneys 
take precedence wherever there’s 
an Englishman; but calf, lamb and 
pork kidneys will do as well. Heart, 
tongue and liver can also be 


stewed, 
Standard Seasoning. 

Seasoning for the stew depends 
on the meat‘and vegetables that go 
into it. Salt and pepper are taken 
for granted—celery, parsley and 
onion are also standard stew sea- 
sonings. Besides these you might 
use bay leaves and whole cloves, 
as the Hungarians do in: making 
goulash. Paprika gives the stew a 
dark color, much liked by the 
French and used in their ragout. 
Thyme, marjoram, celery salt, and 
curry powder are other seasonings 
that may lift a simple stew above 
the ordinary. 

It’s the little extra touches that 
make the stew a dish of distinction. 
Dumplings are a great favorite, and 
they can easily be cooked in the 
covered kettle rigtht along with the 
meat and vegetables. Allow the 
last 15 minutes before serving time, 
for cooking the dumplings. But 
don’t be inquisitive while the dum- 
plings are steaming. They get 
along better if you leave the kettle 
covered tightly. 

Serve pancakes and sour cream 
gravy with the stew, if you want to 
do it the Russian way. If your 
stew is the chop suey type, serve 
it with rice and fried noodles. If 
it’s an Italian meat mixturé, tise 
spaghetti or macaroni as a starchy 
accompaniment.

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Highway From Border to 
Premet Cut, Rome Says 
— Destroyer Reported 
Sunk by Submarine. 


ROME; Dec. 5 (AP).—The Italian 
air force was reported by the high 


command today to have smashed 
fiercely at the Greeks’ counter- 
invasion routes into Albania, con- 
centrating on bombing of the Pre- 
met-Perati highway. | 
Concentration of bombardment on 
this stretch of road paralleling the 
Viosa River between the border 
town of Perati and Premet, which 
the Greeks claim to have captured, 
indicated an intense effort to halt 
or impede a Greek advance beyond 
Premet. 
A Greek thrust about 20 miles 
beyond Premet, west and slightly 
north, would cut off Italian forces 
in the Argyrocastro region, to the 
southwest. The Greeks have re- 
ported Italian columns withdraw- 
ing from Argyrocastro and de- 
clared that this base and Porto 
Edda, on the coast, were about to 
fall, 

Road Reported Severed. 
The Italian communique said the 
Premet-Perati road had .been cut 
in several places by repeated air 
assaults and pictured a desperate 
exchange of attacks and counter- 
attacks by land forces. 
Italian planes, it said, “bombard- 
ed military works, highways, 
bridges, columns, supply trucks and 
troops on the march in effective 
actions in co-operation with land 
forces.” 
Greek bases at Corfu, Zante and 
Preveza also were bombed, it was 
asserted. 
“During a fight between our and 
enemy pursuit formations, five en- 
enmy fighter planes were shot 
down,” the communique said. “Two 
of our planes failed to return.” 

Sinking of Destroyer Claimed. 

The communique reported also 
the Italian submarine Delfino sank 
a Greek destroyer in the Aegean 
Sea Nov. 29 and Il Giornale d'Italia 
reported that a British cruiser of 
the Neptune type had been sunk in 
an attack by three Italian torpedo 
boats, The newspaper did not give 
the date of the action. The editor, 
Virginio Gayda, mentioned it in 
summarizing Italian naval suc- 
cesses. 

(Jane’s “Fighting Ships” schows 
no Neptune class of British cruis- 
ers, but lists the cruiser Neptune as 
one of five ships in the Leander 
class. Others are the Ajax and 
Achilles, veterans of the Graf Spee 
battle; Leander and Orion. They 
aré vessels of about 7000 tons.) 

In East Africa “enemy mechan- 
ized troops attacked our post west 
of Tessenei and were quickly re- 
pelled,” the communique said. 

“Enemy air raids on Cheren and 
Ghinda failed to cause damage or 
casualties. An enemy plane was 
shot down by our fighters.”

Volume so Heavy Postoffice 
Substation Was Set Up, 
Witness Says 


NEW YORK, Dec, 5 (AP).—Sale 
of Associated Gas and Electric se- 
curities became so heavy at one 


time that the postoffice set up a 


sub-station near the company’s 
Ithaca office to handle the volume, 
it was testified today at the mail 
fraud and conspiracy trial of How- 
ard C. Hopson, one-time head of 
the now bankrupt system. 

Orestes E, Wasser, who rose from 
stenographer to vice-president, tes- 
tified he spent most Of his time 
in the Ithaca office, where he was 
in chargé of the customers’ owner- 
ship department, set up in 1922 to 
sell stock to the public. 

“We had a tremendous number of 
names of stockholders on _ file,” 
Wasser said. “We sent out hun- 
dreds of thousands of annual re- 
ports, letters, earnings statements 
and exchange offers.” 

It was in 1929, he said, that the 
volume had grown so large that a 
sub-station next to the mailing 
room in the Ithaca postoffice was 
set up to handle the mail. 

Previously, Dr. Daniel Starch tes- 
tified he saw no evidence of con- 
spiracy to loot Assogiated Gas and 
Electric during the time he served 
as “adviser” to the system. 

Dr. Starch, Hopson’s brother-in- 
law, said he assumed his duties with 
the organization after Hopson, late 
in 1938, became too ill to continue 
as its head. His salary, he said, 
was $60,000 a year. 

Hopson and Charles M. Travis 
and Garrett A. Brownback, law- 
yers, are co-defendants in the Fed- 
eral Court trial, accused of defraud- 
ing the utilities system of $20,- 
000,000. 

In answer to a question by the 
Court as to whether he held “an 
executive position” with Associated 
Gas & Electric, Dr. Starch, formerly 
of the Harvard School of Business 
Administration faculty, said he gid 
not, that he was “an adviser.” 

Hopson perked up a bit yester- 
day when a witness said he went 
to Florida on a $6000 spree and 
charged it to the utilities system 
he headed. 

For the last month, the onetime 
head of the Associated Gas and 
Electric System had dozed in his 
courtroom chair. 

The witness, Lillian M. Nick], 
Hopson’s former bookkeeper, testi- 
fied that in the spring of 1935 her 
employer vacationed at expensive 
clubs at Palm Beach and Miami 
and put in a $6000 expense bill.

programs are completed next June, 
a spokesman for the industry re- 
ported today. 

Other sources estimated that fac- 
tory forces of that size could make 
possible the production of more 
than 350 warplanes a week, or in 
excess of 18,000 a year. 

In the first general survey of 
progress made public by a non- 
governmental agency since the air- 
craft factory construction program 
was inaugurated, John H. Jouett 
said plane makers had expanded 
their payrolls from 60,000 shop em- 
ployes in last January to 164,920 
today. 

The figures ‘were contained in 
the annual report of Jouett, presi- 
dent of the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce of America, trade as- 
sociation. 


Tasks for Workers. 


By June, he said, the aeronauti- 
cal equipment payroll will be about 
500,000, of which 382,000 shop em- 
ployes will be engaged in the man- 
ufacture of airplanes, motors, pro- 
pellers and accessories. The rest 
will manufacture parts for sub- 
contractors. 

“Our survey,” said Jouett’s report 
to the chamber’s annual meeting, 
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A five-day week for the 382,000 
shop ‘workers will make available 
roughly 15,000,000 man-hours in the 
air rearmament effort, with a pro- 


|portionate increase if the work 


week should be lengthened. 

Of that number, 10,700,000 man- 
hours will be expended weekly on 
aircraft making, the rest on pro- 
peller, engine and accessory manu- 
facture. 

Other sources said the average 
number of man-hours of labor ex- 
pended on a warplane was about 
30,000—lumping together trainers, 
fighters and medium and heavy 
bombers—and that the productive 
capacity of the aircraft plants next 
summer, therefore, would be some- 
thing in excess of 350 machines a 
week, 

Motor Supply a Problem. 


The figure is hypothetical be- 
cause actual production will depend 
on a continued supply of raw ma- 
terials and small parts from sub- 
contractors, as well ag on the avail- 
ability of motors. 

Motor production has been 
termed a potential bottleneck in 
the. air rearmament program. 

Jouett said aeronautical equip- 
ment makers already’ had spent 
$83,356,580 on plant expansion and 
had let contracts for an additional 
$232,188,472 worth of facilities to be 
in use by June.

Carloads of lumber have 
been moved by truck to the 3300- 
acre cantonment site from New- 
burg and a railroad spur to the 
camp from a point between New- 
burg and Arlington on the Frisco 
railroad has been started. 

A complete water plant, utilizing 
the Big Piney River, may be start- 
ed before the end of the week.

Pineapple Ginger Torte. 

Two tablespoons butter, one- 
fourth cup dark brown sugar, 
firmly packed, one No. 1 tall tin 
sliced pineapple, one and _ three- 
fourths cups all-purpose flour, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, three-fourths 
teaspoon ginger, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-half teaspoon cloves, 
one-half teaspoon allspice, one tea- 
spoon soda, one-fourth cup butter 
or other shortening, one-half cup 
sugar, one egg, beaten, one-third 
cup milk, one-third. cup molasses 
and one-third cup juice drained 
from pineapple. 


Melt the two tablespoons butter 
in an eight-inch square cake pan; 
stir in the brown sugar and spread 
evenly oyer bottom of pan. Drain 
pineapple slices (saving juice) and 
arrange slices in pan. Sift flour, 
measure and resift three times 
with salt, spices and soda. Cream 
the one-fourth cup butter until 
smooth; blend in sugar thoroughly. 
Add beaten egg and beat until mix- 
ture is smooth and fluffy. Com- 
bine milk, molasses and pineapple 
juice, and add alternately with the 
flour mixture in several portions, 
beating well after each addition. 
Turn batter into pan over pineap- 
ple. Bake in a moderate oven (375 
degrees Fahrenheit) about 45 min-

First, the 
vulnerability conditons are right— 
that is, South can gain more from 
a mere two trick set of an oppos- 
ing contract than he can from go- 
ing game. Second, on the basis of 
South’s cards, there is a substan- 
tially greater chance of setting the 
opponents than of going game. 
South will have to find only one 
high card in North’s hand (perhaps 
even a queen) to insure the defeat 
of any contract the opponents are 
likely to reach, whereas to go game 
South would have to find consid- 
erable strength or.a freak in the 
North hand. 

The greatest danger to a_ trap 
pass on South’s part is that West 
will fail to hold the one spade bid 
open. But, even in that case, North, 
if he has some strength, will re- 
open to protect South’s possible 
trap. If North hasn’t enough 
strength for that protection, it is 
just as well to let East play his 
one spade.

South’s four spade bid was a 
questionable decision. To be sure, 
he had an unbalanced hand pat- 
tern, but his singleton was in ‘his 
partner’s suit and it was by no 
means certain that the hand would 
produce 10 tricks more easily at 
spades than nine tricks at no 
trump. 

West opened the ace of clubs and, 
on seeing East’s encouraging ten, 
continued with the king. South 
made his first mistake when he 
ruffed instead of discarding a dia- 
mond loser. He made his second 
mistake by drawing trumps with- 
out considering the trouble he would 
have getting back to his own hand 
to make the long heart. He groaned 
at the tough luck of finding four 
trumps in one hand against him, 
and cashed his three hearts dis- 
consolately. Since East had dis- 
carded properly, Declarer had no 
play to make the tenth trick. * 

As has been mentioned, Declarer 
would have had no trouble had he 
discarded a diamond on the king 
of clubs, since then he would have 
had a fifth trump with which to 
re-enter his hand after drawing 


*trumps and cashing the three top 


hearts. 

But even after ruffing the sec- 
ond club, Declarer could have 
cashed two high hearts and then 
drawn trumps. The third high 
heart could then be discarded on 
one of the extra trumps, and De- 
clarer still would be in his own 
hand to cash the jack and ten of 
hearts,

The Sneezing Menace 
By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


the common cold is beginning 

to be a menace and we are 
getting quite a lot of advice—sage 
and otherwise, about how to avoid 
it. We are told by some learned 
doctors. “Avoid catching cold” but 
they very conveniently avoid tell- 
ing us how to do it. In a little 
book, “Trapping the Common Cold” 
we are told that orange juice ex- 
erts some mystic effect, but I can’t 
advise my readers to depend on 
that to protect their nasal mu- 
cosae. 

I would be more inclined to stake 
my system of cold prevention on 
the suppression of the sneeze. 

Hveryone has_ realized’ that 
sneezing will spread infectious par- 
ticles that are in the sneezer’s nose 
out into the atmosphere, but not 
until Prof. W. M. Jennison and 
Prof. H. E. Edgerton of the 
Massachusetts Institute of ‘Tech- 
nology photographed some sneezes 
did we learn how much we had un- 
derestimated the size of the area 
of contamination that would come 
from the sneezer. 

Prof. Edgerton is an expert in 
these high speed photographs that 
catch a bullet in flight and such 
He took over 300 photo- 
graphs of sneezers at exposures of 
1-15000 of a second. 


The results showed that a sneezer 
really has power. A good hearty 
sneeze—the kind that is heard all 
over the theater—has the power to 
send a droplet containing some 
cold virus forward at the rate of 
100 miles an hour. That is about 
one-fourth as fast as the muzzle 
velocity of an ordinary .38 caliber 
revolver.

THE BULLETS that the sneezer 
propels are tiny droplets of mois- 
ture with diameters of 1-16 to 1-150 
inch and evaporate very rapidly, 
leaving the germ or virus, or what- 
ever it is, of colds to get in its 
work. For all we know, after a 
good muzzle-loading sneeze, this in- 
fectious material may stay around 
in the atmosphere for hours. 

The range of a sneezer—how far 
the droplets go—may be 12 feet, 
and one sneeze may project 5000 


< 


droplets into the air, practically 
making a dense fog around the 
head of the sneezer and certainly 
making a halo around the head of 
the fellow in front. 

No similay study of coughing 
has been made, but undoubtedly 
the findings would be similar. 

The common cold is undoubtedly 
contagious and these studies un- 
doubtedly show the mechanism by 
which it is spread. It would be 
hard to convince a person who has 
seen the photographs of the sneez- 
ing cloud that comes out of the 
sneezer’s mouth that even a ton of. 
orange juice would protect against 
this overwhelming invasion. 

Certainly in «common decency, 
sneezers and coughers should pro- 
tect their neighbors and fellow- 
workers by holding a handkerchief 
in front of their faces during the 
paroxysm.

Grapefruit Preserve 

Remove the pulp from six grape- 
fruit. Chop the peel fine and cover 
with cold water. eLt stand over 
night. Bring to a boil and cook for 
one hour slowly. Strain and add 
this water to the pulp. Measure 
and add one cup sugar for each cup 
of liquid and pulp. Cook slowly 
until thickened. Pour into ster- 
ilized glasses and seal when cold. 


Tie-Back Curtains 

The best way to get the hooks 
even for the ties on tie-back cur- 
tains is to pull the window shade 
down to the place where you want 
the hooks to be and then let the 
bottom of the shade act as a ruler 
and place your hooks on either 
side of the window even with the 
shade. There is no guesswork 
needed. 


Culinary Topics 

Save the juice from pickled fruit 
and add it to the water in which 
the ham is boiled. 

If you prefer cookies to be soft 
rather than crisp, make them a few 
days before you want to use them, 

Remember when making chow 
chow or sweet pickles that pickles 
become soft and lose their crisp- 
ness if heated too long in the vine- 
gar. 

When making over meats into 
stews or hashes, a good color can 
be obtained by leaving the outer 
skin on the onions and frying in 
butter as usual. No other coloring 
will be necessary. 


Apple Sticks (or Other Fruits) 
Biscuit dough (two cups flour). 
Two cups sliced apples. 

One-half cup brown sugar. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon, 

One tablespoon flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Spread half the dough in a 
small greased pan. Cover with the 
apples, mixed with the sugar, cin- 
namon, flour and rind. Add the 
butter and cover with the rest of 
the dough. Tuck it down well on 
the sides. Prick with a fork and 
bake 30 minutes in a moderate 
oven. Serve warm or cold,
